1.  PAY.  You  should  request  at  least  $321.00  per  month  to 
start.  Request  regular  promotions  with  increases  in  pay  for 
promotion  and  years  of  employment  ($342.00  a  month  after  4 
months  training,  with  additional  pay  and  fringe  benefits  for 
married  personnel. 

2.  VACATION.  Request  30  days  paid  vacation  every  year 
starting  with  your  first  year.  Request  low  rate  or  free  world 
travel  privileges  any  time  while  on  vacation. 

3.  EDUCATION.  You  should  continue  your  education  while 
you  work  and  the  company  should  pay  75  per  cent  of  these 
educational  costs.
